The Story of George 
Barris and his 
Kustom City

I T WOULD be hard to find anyone with 
a business so successful you have to 
keep the front door of your building 
locked-unless you passed George Har¬ 
ris’s Kustom City in North Hollywood. 
Standing on the showroom floor are five 
cars worth almost half a million dollars - 
and none of them are for sale at the 
moment. 

But Barris isn’t worried about losing 
business-he is busy filling orders for 
Toronado’s that will be given away at 
Expo ’67. Cost - about $250,000 for six 
cars. Then there is his latest project¬ 
putting a $3,000 custom package on Cadil¬ 
lac El Dorado’s. Called “Del Caballero” 
by Barris, he now has orders for 36 of the 
$10,000 cars to do. 

In his spare time Barris turns out his 
and her cars, sometimes they are a pair 
of matched Camero’s or Mustang’s which 
ever it is; however, one thing is certain, 
it will have the Barris custom touch and 
you won’t meet yourself coming down the 
road. 


Even General Motors and Ford have 
accepted some of the unique ideas Bar¬ 
ris has dreamed up for their products. 
GM’s head auto stylist arrived a few 
months ago to find out what it was Barris 
did to their $10,000 limited production 
car. Once he learned the secret, he 
rushed back to Detroit, his head spin¬ 
ning with ideas. Recently, GM announced 
the same styling changes Barris invented 
on their 1968 El Dorado. 

This doesn’t seem to bother mild man¬ 
nered Barris very much, however, “It’s 
not that we say their car is ugly, but there 
are a lot of people who like something 
different,” Barris said with a smile. His 
crew of 20 specialists at the Hollywood 
factory have more work than they can do. 
Another 15 men are on the road touring 
Hot Rod and Custom auto shows with 
some of the exotic creations of Barris’ 
fertile mind, and still another plant will 
be opened in Van Nuys to take care of 
the Cadillac crowd. 

The success Barris enjoys today start¬ 
ed in Sacramento, California when young 
George took his mother’s 1925 Buick and 


did a custom job on it. Later he hung 
around body shops and car dealers learn¬ 
ing how to re-work metal and paint cars. 
Using his knowledge, Barris started in 
1940 to build a 1936 Ford to end all Fords. 
He was so successful it eventually 
launched him on a career that has no 
end in sight. 

Frank Sinatra, Dean Martin, Sonny and 
Cher, the roll and roll idols of teenagers, 
Cher, the rock and roll idols of teenagers, 
Barry Goldwater, Liberace, Elvis Pres¬ 
ley and hundreds of others. Kustom City 
is one of the few places Dean Martin can 
turn to when he wants to get a present for 
Frank Sinatra’s birthday. 

Martin ordered a set of French head¬ 
lights for his friend’s car through Bar¬ 
ris that was an instant hit with the singer. 
Barris often turns to European parts for 
his body building. For Efrem Zimbalist, 
Jr., Barris designed a custom car with 
French headlights, parking lights from 
Germany, turn signals from Italy and. 
driving lights from England. 

While stars and very rich people are 
his major source of customers, Barris 
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Frank Sinatra poses with Barris in front of a car designed for the singer called: The Ford Zebra. Barris isn't saying what it cost to build 
but it has such features as Muntz Stereo-Pak with six speakers, Son/ swivel TV and a complete cocktail bar. 


Made from two, giant guitars almost 15-feet long, the Voxmobile is the only car in the world 
with a complete working organ, guitars that play on the sides and speakers built into the 
regular auto features. Singer Jimmy Bryant is sitting on the front wheel. 


has done such things as custom skate 
boards (for Bob Denver’s son), a car for 
Alvin, the Chipmunk, that illustrates 
traffic safety to children, called “The 
Acorn” and a recently completed vehicle 
made from two giant Vox guitars almost 
15-feet long! 

The Voxmobile - as the guitar car is 
labeled - has giant strings which actual¬ 
ly play, a full size, functional organ, 
speakers and a number of other musical 
innovations completely unique in a car- 
all of them dreamed ip by Barris and his 
stylists. Barris fc-;; this is the most un¬ 
usual car he has ever built, and spec¬ 
tators have to agree. 

Re-working metal and changing body 
styles is a Barris specialty, but so is fin¬ 
ished leather work, fantastic paint jobs, 
and mechanical innovations by the 
scores. 

For Dean Martin, Barris made a com¬ 
plete set of matched luggage that fit the 
trunk of Martin’s car from top-grain pig¬ 
skin. Other times he has put mod tops on 
sports cars, Camero’s and Mustangs. He 
has remodeled and re-upholstered Rolls- 
Royces, and even made four passenger 
Toronado’s into luxury limousines. 

In recent months, custom-done buggys 
and turbine cars have been taking up 
garage space in Kustom City and no one 
is quite sure what kind of a project will 
be next. Nothing throws Barris and his 
experts, however. Like the recent re¬ 
quest by a prominent TV personality to 


build a recording booth in the back seat 
of his convertible. A Pontiac Firebird is 
now cruising the streets of Hollywood 
with a sound booth tucked away in its 
interior-thanks to Barris. 

Cars that have already become minor 
legends in the auto world, the Batmobile, 
“My Mother, the Car,” and the two cars 
used on the “Munster” TV series are on 
perpetual tours throughout the U.S. with 
teams of drivers demonstrating them at 
auto shows and hot rod exhibitions. 

Branching out into model making kits 
of his creations, records and “bolt on 
dealer specialty items for standard 
American cars,” has Barris working at 
top speed most of the time-in addition 


to his “regular” customers who only want 
Zebra skin upholstery, disappearing 
headlights, or a car made from two 
guitars. His showroom is studded with 
trophies over four feet tall, and the most 
exotic creations ever to roll down the 
American Road are ample proof of 
George Barris’s wise decision 28 years 
ago to hitch his future to custom cars. 

He will probably never open his show¬ 
room to the general public, but then with 
the kind of customers he has-who needs 
to? Kustom City has become something 
of a national shrine for automobile en¬ 
thusiasts and Barris himself might say 
with satisfaction, “there’s no business 
like the custom car show business.”

It got so 
the make-up man couldn’t handle the crisis, altho 
Henry McRae, the serial king, was making a tear- 
jerker. So, Walter was moved way out in left field into 
a new Studio — from which he developed amenities 
and everything came up roses. 

Wal, sed Red, as he studied Wally’s picture, amid 
all this art and color, I suspect that is an onion sand¬ 
wich in that plate.

W alt Disney’s musical comedy, “The

Thus, Breaux accepted a job as a lab as¬ 
sistant in the Bell Laboratories in New 
York, and went along. 

However, before reporting to work, 
Breaux visited the dance class to watch 
his girl friend. Having participated in 
track in high school, Marc decided that 
dancing must be fairly easy, and gave it 
a try. The instructor offered him a schol¬ 
arship on the spot, and Breaux never saw 
the inside of the Bell Laboratories. 

Breaux later met his wife while per¬ 
forming on a Stan Kenton television 
show, and together, they danced in such 
Broadway musicals as “Kiss Me Kate,” 
“Guys and Dolls,” and “Can Can.” They 
assisted noted dance director Michael 
Kidd with “Lil Abner” and “Destry,” 
then were elevated to the position of 
co-choreographers with Kidd for the 
musicals “Do-Re-Mi” and “Subways Are 
For Sleeping.” 

Striking out on their own, Marc and 
Dee Dee turned to television and set the

Organizational Program 
Is Unique In The 
Entertainment Industry 

V*>erl<A 

The company’s Organizational De¬ 
velopment program, designed to pro¬ 
vide a solid foundation of trained su¬ 
pervision for our future projects, is 
unique in the entertainment and recre¬ 
ation industry. 

Since the first class began on Janu¬ 
ary 31, 1966, exactly 41 men, ranging 
in age from 22 to 50, have completed 
the challenging course. Participants 
have come from every division of the 
company, including the Studio, Disney¬ 
land, WED, Buena Vista and Denver’s 
Celebrity Sports Center. 


The program, which has ranged in 
length from three to thirteen weeks, 
covers four areas. The first is an in- 
depth study of all major departments 
in all divisions and includes sessions 
with department heads, each of whom 
outlines his operation and fields all the 
questions he can handle. 

Next is a thorough indoctrination in 
Disney philosophy through informal 
but lengthy dinner meetings with our 
top executives, and through analysis 
of both the company’s product and the 
men at its controls. 

The third area is devoted to seminars 
with key business leaders outside the 
company, leadership training, and 
management discussions. 

Last is a group project, a study of 
one of our company’s future projects, 
such as how best to set up the entrance 
complex to the Disney World. Each 
project is researched, individually and 


as a group, then presented orally and in 
writing to executives of the Studio, 
Disneyland and WED. Many of these 
ideas have been or may be incorporated 
in the Disney future. 

Another dimension was added to the 
program this Spring, when, for the 
first time, the wives of participants 
were brought to the Studio for a full 
day’s briefing on the projects their hus¬ 
bands were studying. 

As of our publication date, six groups 
have completed the involved course and 
a seventh has begun. By early 1971, the 
announced target date for the comple¬ 
tion of the first phase of Disney World 
in Florida, it is anticipated that 185 
men will have been graduated from 
these courses. 

The program is headed up by Mike 
Vance, who has been a management de¬ 
velopment executive with a number of 
major corporations, and is a speaker 
for the National Management Associa¬ 
tion. He reports to a committee made 
up of Studio, WED and Disneyland offi¬ 
cers. 

Vance’s office also conducts a two- 
week familiarization course designed 
to acquaint promising new employees 
with company philosophy, projects and 
procedures. 

“However,” says Vance, “the length 
of each program is our least concern. 
Whatever processes start while the men 
are in the program do not end, but con¬ 
tinue throughout their career with the 
company. What we hope to develop dur¬ 
ing the intensified class period is an 
understanding of company philosophy, 
which the men will apply when they 
return to their respective jobs.” 

Therefore, upon completion of the 
program, all graduates continue to at¬ 
tend seminars, briefings and other 
events in their never-ending study of 
the multi-faceted Disney organization.

ears must have some sensual signifi¬ 
cance for women, because whenever 
they visit the set, they invariably want to 
touch them. 

“Other than that, women seem to 
sense a certain animal magnetism in 
Spock, probably because he is non¬ 
human. We spend a lot of time on the 
show stressing the fact that Vulcans do 
not have human emotions, but we don’t 
say he has no emotions. 

“I believe women are intrigued by the 
idea that Spock’s emotions are locked 
up, deep inside, and therein lies a chal¬ 
lenge ... ‘Is it possible I could break down 
the barrier and find the man in there?’ 


“Also, Spock seems very lonely. Be¬ 
cause he has no emotional relationships 
with his fellow crew members, he stands 
alone, without the comfort and warmth 
of human rapport. This probably brings 
out the mother instinct in many women. 
They not only want to give him their love, 
they want to help him find love from 
others.” 

Whatever the reasons behind the fas¬ 
cination, Leonard freely admits he loves 
the attention. “The very nature of this 
profession makes it necessary for an 
actor to learn to face rejection if he in¬ 
tends to stay in the business. You try not 
to take it personally when you’re told you 
are the wrong ‘type’ for a certain role, 
but you do. After all, it is you... your face, 
body, voice and personality...they’re re¬ 
jecting. So, when acceptance does come, 


it’s overwhelming gratifying. For years, 
my wife, Sandy, my kids and a few close 
friends were the only people interested 
in what I had to say...now what I say is 
noted, printed and sometimes even read. 
I’d be a liar if I said that didn’t mean 
something to me.” 

Even some of the frightening experi¬ 
ences Leonard has had on PA tours, with 
crowds getting out of control, have been 
exciting. “But there’s always a light mo¬ 
ment or two to put things back into their 
proper perspective,” he adds. 

“Recently I flew back East for Dot 
Records to promote my new album, ‘Mr. 
Spock’s Music From Outer Space’ and in 
most places police were there to restrain 
over-enthusiastic fans. But in one store 
the turn-out was much larger than they 
had expected and the kids got carried 
away.” 

Guards were trying to propell Leonard 
into the freight elevator to escape the 
screaming, groping fans, but once inside 
they couldn’t get the doors closed be¬ 
cause the crowd kept pushing their way 
through the opening. 

“The elevator held one lone passen¬ 
ger,” Leonard said, “who had come down 
from the floor above and obviously had 
no idea what was going on. He was a little 
old man and he looked at me, huffing and 
puffing as I bolted into the elevator, then 
he looked horrified at the crowd trying 
to follow us and said...‘What’s happen¬ 
ing, what’s going on...who’re they after? 
IT’S YOU,’ he pointed the finger at me, 
‘They’re after you.’ Then he paused, ‘Who 
are you?’ 

“I said, ‘Would you believe Kirk Doug¬ 
las?’, and he stared at me for a minute, 
then began shaking his head. ‘Nooooo,’ 
he said. ‘Kirk Douglas, you ain’t.’” 

“When things like that happen,” Leon¬ 
ard laughed, “It’s pretty hard to take 
yourself too seriously.”
